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Continuation of 13. Other: Upon further review, Examiner has found the limitations of "domain controller", "remote terminal server", and 
"file server" to be inherent in the Richardson reference. 

In regards to "domain controller": 

In the first paragraph of the third page of the reference, Richardson teaches that "The protocol will operate over any reliable transport 
such as TCP/IP." The TCP/IP protocol, which is used for the internet, operates on a domain system. A domain server is required in a 
network operating TCP/IP, and given that Richardson teaches a client/server system (see the references to "VNC client" and "VNC 
server" in the first paragraph of p.3), it is inherent that Richardson's network uses a domain controller. 

In regards to "remote terminal server": 

In the second paragraph of the fourth page of the reference, Richardson teaches that "Because the protocol is designed to make the 
client as simple as possible, it is usually up to the server to perform any necessary translations ..." Therefore it is inherent that 
Richardson's VNC server has a "remote terminal server" as a component in the VNC server, otherwise the VNC server will not work. 

In regards to "file server": 

In the second paragraph of the fourth page of the reference, Richardson teaches that "Because the protocol is designed to make the 
client as simple as possible, it is usually up to the server to perform any necessary translations ..." Moreover, figures 2(a) to 2(d) show 
a variety of applications, and files, being displayed on the VNC client. Given that the files at the VNC client have been sent by the VNC 
server, it is inherent that that the VNC server conatins a "file server" for sending files to the client, otherwise Richardson's invention would 
not work. 
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
